There is no province in Canada where all 
schools are open and all staffed by fully 
qualified teachers. In all but two provinces 
schools are closed because no teachers are 
available, the closed schools numbering 318. 
In all provinces there are schools in charge 
of teachers who do not meet the statutory 
requirements, these ranging in numbers from 
57 in Prince Edward Island to 1100 in Que- 
bec, and totalling 6,257. All told, the Domin- 
ion shortage of fully qualified teachers is 
7,276, for the 1947-48 school year. 

In giving out these figures the Canadian 
Education Association calculates that to 
make good this shortage in three years, and 
provide for the ordinary number of replace- | 
ments, 10,507 young men and women will 
have to enroll in teacher-iraining institutions

The terms are near 
enough to the administration plan to offer a 
possible basis for agreement. The effect is 


each year. But the enrolment this year is 
only 7,823. 

At this rate of enrolment it would take | 
six, or perhaps seven years, to get all the 
schools staffed by fully qualified teachers. 
And as settlement is expanding, and births 
are more than usually numerous in this post- 
war period, a lot more schools and teachers 
will be needed five years hence than are now 
required. 

The teacher scarcity ranks therefore as 
a national problem. And in the nature of 
things as a national emergency. Every Ca- 
nadian child should get at least common 
school education. The standard of education | 
should be as nearly uniform as possible be- 
tween one province and another, one section 
and another, and between town and country. 
Obviously this ideal cannot be reached unless 
schools are conducted by teachers having 
equally good qualifications. All too obvi- | 
ously, the ideal is not being approximated, | 
nor even approached, at present. 

What is the solution? Well, in any other 
calling the cure for a shortage of entrants | 
is to raise the pay. Some other factors add | 
to the difficulty of keeping up the necessary 
teacher-supply, but there is no doubt what- 
ever that teachers are scarce mainly because 
the salaries have not been as attractive as 
the rewards offering in other occupations, It 
is clear that this disparity will have to disap- 
pear if the teacher scarcity is to be overcome. 


Conformity and Efficiency 


There is a proposal, it is reported, to make 
certain drastic changes in the period of study 
required for a medical degree at the Univer- 
aity of Alberta, 

Under the proposed change, medical 
students would receive their degrees after 
four instead of five years of study. But each 
scholastic term would be longer. The ses- 
sions would begin betwen September 6 and 
20 and end about the middle of June instead, 
as at present, beginning September 24 and 
ending May 1, In addition, a year of hospital 
interneship would be required before a 
license to practice was issued. 

It is intimated, in the report, that the pro- 
jected change is being considered, primarily, 
to bring Alberta practice in this regard into 
conformity with the practice in other parts 
of the continent. 

One would not be disposed to challenge 
the findings of experts in regard to this sug- 
gested change. But anyone is competent to | 
remind even experts that what the taxpayers 
who pay for the university require in any 
course and in all graduated students is ef- 
ficiency rather than conformity. 

Conformity is perhaps a useful thing in 
many instances, But efficiency should not 
be sacrificed to it. 

And if there is a good reason of efficiency 
behind the present practice, as one should 
have a right to expect, very full consideration 
should be given to any alterations. 


The Doukhobor Lesson 


All Canada looks with sympathy towards 
British Columbia where the problem of law 
enforcement has been complicated by the be- 
havior of certain Doukhobor sects. This 
problem has become so acute in the western- 
most province that an investigation by a 
special commissioner has been followed by a 
provincial cabinet meeting to consider the 
urgency of the situation 

These lamentable outbreaks of lawless- 
ness are doubtless embarrassing and trouble- | 
some to British Columbia, But they teach 
a very excellent lesson which should be in- 
corporated into the fundamentals of Can- 
ada's immigration policy. 

That lesson is this: that whatever na- 
tionals are permitted to settle in Canada. 
none should be permitted to settle in isolated 
colonies of their own. 

We have in this country first class Cana- 
dians of almost every racial origin under the 
sun, We have, indeed, many excellent citizens | 
ef Doukhobor parentage; but these people 
smally become good and valuable citizens 


to strengthen the prospect that the initial aid 
instalment wlil be sanctioned without a crip- 
pling downward revision. 

The Senator's statement may have 
prompted Hon. Douglas Abbott to hazard a 
surmise that it may be possible to lift the 
restrictions on imports of United States 
goods into Canada reasonably soon, since 
there is an improved outlook that U.S. dollars 
will come to Canada in payment for European 
relief supplies. The minister of finance has 
not emphasized that Point hitherto. The in- 
ference is that he feels more hopeful of Mar- 
shall plan money being spent here in substan- 
tial amounts. 

Since Canada’s military attache at 
Moscow is not permitted to visit Russian 
army camps, the Russian attache at Ottawa 


is to be no longer included when British, and | 


American and other foreign representatives 


are invited to visit Canadian camps. There is | 


nothing significant in this except that Can- 
ada is conforming to a rule laid down by the 
Moscow authorities in the matter. Since these 
do not care to extend such courtesies to our 
office, they no doubt expected Canada to 
reciprocate, which it is doing. 

There used to be a labor organization 
which critics called the Won’t Works. Real 
“Won't Works” are here again—though they 
are not posing now as men who cannot find | 
jobs. They are robbing banks, burgling shops 
and homes, holding up people on the street, 
picking pockets, writing bogus cheques, and 
otherwise obtaining money  dishonestly. 


Whatever varying motives may inspire these 


operatives, they have one thing in common— 
they won't work for a living if they can help 
it. There are jobs available now for all who 
want them. But these gentlemen don’t want 
jobs. They do not steal under pressure of 
necessity, but of choice.

Nobert Schuman declared today 
that without devaluation of the 
france France faced economic ruin 
and widespread unemployment, 

More and more deputies, mean- 
while, expressed disapproval of the 
monetary operations and dismay 
that they were carried out despite 
strong opposition from Britain and 
the international monetary fund. 

Schuman was asking the national 
assembly to authorize creation of 
a free money market and permit 
the free movement of gold in 
France, 

The devaluation does not require 
parliamentary approval as it was 
done by cabinet decree, 

Despite protests in parliament, 
political observers believed the 
cabinet would gain approval of its 
two measures with a majority of a 
few votes.
